COLUMBUS, Ohio (A i’) - The 
threat of a strike by Columbus police 
ended Sunday when m em bers of the 
Fraternal Order of Police (FO P) voted 
overwhelmingly

agreem ent which expired Dec. 28, 
offers total wage increases of 18 per 
cent over the 30-month life of the con­ 
tract, improved differentials between 
ranks and for working nights, ad­ 
ditional vacation and more insurance.

Democratic presidential nomination 
that much of his early success stems 
from the definitive political ability to 
size up an audience quickly and seize 
im its pet interests 


Carter’s basic campaign promise is 
simple: " I ’ll never tell a lie ” Try' as 
they may, his opponents have been 
unable to catch him in one. 


What Carter does instead is subtly 
change the emphasis in the same 
message from audience to audience, 
changing how he says it and what part 
of the message he chooses to em ­ 
phasize 


One of his opponents, Hep Morris K 
Udall, told an audience recently : "In 
Boston, he got a good part of the an­ 
tibusing vote and a mile away in 
Roxbury he was getting a lot of the 
black vote That's a good day’s work if 
you can do it.” 


An example of the way he works 
came recently before two different 
audiences 
in 
White 
B lains 
and 
Peeksill, N Y. 


In White Plains, it was a suburban 
crowd, sprinkled with blacks It was 
well-dressed, young, and middle class 
in an area where Democrats are bas­ 
ically liberal 


An hour later, in Peekskill, he spoke 
to 
workers, 
foremen, 
and 
small* 
business men and their families Many 
were dressed in work clothes and 
.several said they had voted in the past 
for George C. 
Wallace and 
were 
sym p athetic to Ronald R eag an ’s 
challenge to I Resident Ford 


In both places, Carter discussed 
welfare, and in both his basic position 
was the same that welfare recipients 
who can work should to trained, 
taught to read, and offered Jobs; that 
the federal and state governments 
should take the welfare burden off 
local 
agen cies 
with 
a 
uniform 
nationwide payment to take care of 
their 
basic needs; 
that 
w elfare 
workers should stop "shuffling paper” 
and "ought to spend their time dealing 
with the blind or the disabled or 
alleviating hunger or training people " 
In White Plains, he finished his talk 
like this: 
"But the other 90 per cent who can’t 
work full time, we ought to treat them 
with respect, decency and concern and 
love ... There ought to to a work in­ 
centive aspect built in. So that if a 
mother, for instance, has two little 
children and she can leave those kids 
with a grandmother for 15 hours a 
weeg _ her husband's dead — she 
ought to to encouraged to take a part­ 
time job and not have her welfare pay­ 
ments suffer for it.’ 
In Peekskill, it ended this way 
“We’ve got to take the welfare 
responsibilities off of local govern­ 
m ent; off of the property taxpayer I 


hope that in the future we never have 
another property tax dollar go for 
federal welfare costs That ought In 
come out of the state and federal 
treasuries.’’ 
He did not use the White Plains line 
in Peeksill and vice versa 
(a rte r does not go into specifics 
about his welfare revision plans, which 
involve having states pick up some of 
the cost. Nor does he say how much it 
would cost and how much it might 
diminish local 
property taxes. 
He 
responds to questions about it by 
saying he believes much of it could be 
financed by shifting costs and through 
his government reorganization plan 
lik e most candidates running for 
any office. Carter has a standard 
speech and variations of that standard 
speech 
Which parts of it he uses 
depends on the audience, the location 
and their questions 
To Jewish voters, he talks about the 
Mideast and his "personal friend­ 
ships" with Golda Meir. Yitzhak Rabin 
and other 
Israeli 
leaders 
At the 
Rockland County Social S erv ices 
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Agency headquarters in Pom ona, 
N Y , he talked about hts health care 
program, in depressed Buffalo, to 
talked about his program for creating 
jobs; in Peekskill he got applause by 
mentioning he was the only one of 60 
fellow naval officers to vote in 1948 for 
Harry 
S, 
Truman 
and 
played 
a 
variation on his "ITI never lie to you” 
theme by adding 
And I believe Harry 
Truman never lied either.” 
There are parts of hts standard 
speech that are used some places and 
not in others 
In general, the less 
educated the audience, the folksier he 
gets 
In Peekskill, on the character of the 
American people 
"a tremendous 
untapped reservoir of good sense, 
sound Judgment, intelligence, ability, 
vision, a commitment to the work 
ethic, patriotism, religious faith ’’ 
To New York (Tty blacks and again 
in Peeksill: "I was the first person in 
my daddy's family to go past high 
school.” 
In his early primary 
successes, 
Carter has gotten votes from interest 
groups normally in conflict 
blacks 
and people opposed to busing; Chicago 
organization politicians and reform 
litorals who regularly oppose them 
blue collar and white collar 
It's the same way as to campaigns 
In New York (Tty. a talk to a roomful 
of black leaders ("65 per cent of my

Early Settlers Saw America A s Promised Land 


I-Editor 'n N ote: Thin in the first p art of a 
five-part Feaster series on the bicen­ 
tennial them e of the nation's birth, 
“ T he F o u n d in g F a ith .” T h is In­ 
stallm ent deals with the A m erican 
sense of destiny as a “ prom ised” land.

In the im age of the ancient Israelites 
who broke free from bondage in K.gypt, 
the early settlers in A m erica saw their 
venture as a divine liberation from the 
yoke of the “ old w orld" to shape their 
own lives in a land given them . 
It w as G od’s “ new Isra el.” They had 
fled the oppressive “ p h arao h s’’ of 
E urope, crossed the “ Red S ea” of the 
A tlantic, braved its furies and entered 
an unknown “ w ilderness’’ to build a 
new “ Zion" on earth. 
“ We shall find th at the God of Israel 
is am ong u s," wrote the governor of 
the M assachusetts Ray Colony, John 
W inthrop, at its beginnings in 1630 
“ For we m ust consider th at we shall be 
as a ‘City upon a H ill’ , . . The- eyes of 
all people a re upon us.” 
T hat sense of divinely appointed 
destiny, of being chosen for a special 
m ission in the world to bring 
light to 
the nations," as Scripture phrased it, 
pervaded the 
life 
of 
the 
colonial 
c o m m u n itie s, fire d th e A m erican 
R e v o lu tio n , 
an d 
h a s 
tin g e d 
the 
c o u n try 's outlook ever since. 
“ R ig h te o u s E m p ire ,” h isto ria n 
M artin M arty described it in a book of 
th at nam e. It lias nurtured A m erica’s 
g reatn ess and also, occasionally, its 
arro g an ce and im perial m ight There 
is a double edge to it, as Moses told the 
Israelites, both “ blessing and cu rse." 
Those contrasting possibilities often 
w ere cited by the- early A m ericans. 
“ Thus stands the cause* betw een God 
and u s," W inthrop w rote, recalling the 
Biblical law giver’s altern ativ es, of 
goodness or evil, life or death.

Appalachian Trail Conference. 


Paul Pritchard, in a speech here to 
the Maine Appalachian Trail Con­ 
ference this weekend, said that trail 
use has grown from an estimated 
500,000 hikers in 1968 to 4 million last 
year. 


Pritchard said that private land on 
which 60 per cent of the 2,000-mite 
footpath is located used to Im* largely 
family farms, but is now being bought 
up for subdivisions and commercial 
development. 
P ritchard 
blamed 
the 
federal 
government 
for 
neglecting 
the 
recreational value of the trail, which 
stretches from Baxter State Park in 
Maine to Springer Mountain in 
Georgia He said Congress in 1968 had 
promised $5 million a year for land 
purchase along the trail, but that none 
of the money had been made available 
until recently. 
Within the past few months the U.S. 
Department of the Interior has made 
$1 million available and the federal 
Parks Department and U.S. Forest 
Service have shown increased interest, 
he said. 
Steve ( lark of Winslow, president of 
the Maine club, said the 280 miles of 
trail 
in 
Maine, 
have also 
faded 
development pressures. In an effort to 
help protect the land he said the Maine 
club would seek binding agreements 
with landowners for trail preservation

coordination 
properly, the child develops all sorts of 
side problems 
As the child grows, 
mannerisms 
and 
devices 
are 
developed to avoid speaking or hide 
the problem 
Tile therapy at this point is to break 
these devices and convince Ow* person 
that they are not needed Then suc­ 
cessful therapy ran result, Agnello 
said. 
He believes stuttering, a spasmodic 
repetition as a result of excitement or 
an impediment, is a coordination prob­ 
lem with a physiological base 
“ It s like some kids can’t run fast 
and others can 
It’s a matter of 
coordination of a ir, 
motor and 
phonetics,” he said 
Agnello has developed a new com­ 
puter device in connection with a local 


electronics firm called the Speech 
Onset Comparator (SOC’ ). 
' What we do is give the person a new 
way of talking...We concentrate on the 
person’s perception of self, attitudes 
and beliefs as adults,” about stut­ 
tering, said Agnello, who has a 96 per 
cent cure rate in the first two years of 
operation Each year he treats about 
75 persons 
This is accomplished bv slowing the 
speech, studying the movement be­ 
tween vowel and consonant and having 
the person watch himself on video 
tape 
The person is drilled on his problem 
with the computerized SCX', a two- 
pound machine. As he does better, the 
speed increases. The machine has a 
television screen that records hits and 
misses. Time and practice are the 
necessary ingredients, he said. 
Group therapy works best, Agnello 
says, because persons attending the 
classes get away from the feeling of 
aloneness with the affliction.

truckers who own their hrs were

The pact covers about 440,000 of the 
nation's truckers, most of whom are 
paid an hourly rate 
In a weekend press release, Hill 
noted that about 15,000 of them are 
drivers who own their rigs and lease 
them to trucking companies in return 
for a percentage of the shipping 
charges. 
Hill said that the 75-per cent share 
the owner-operators got under the old 
contract would be cut to 72.3 per cent 
by the new pact 
For example. HIU said an owner-

trucking company got $112 
Under the new agreement. Hill said,

V let mis of crime would receive 
com pensation from the state if 
legislation pending in the Ohio General 
Assembly is enacted The ( rime victim 
compensation legislation, Mouse Hill 
82, 
sponsored 
by 
Springfield 
Representative David Hartley, was 
passed 88 to 8 Wednesday by the House 
of Representatives and sent to the 
Senate for review and consideration, 
The hill would establish a com­ 
prehensive system for the payment of 
compensation for economic loss suf­ 
fered by crime victims, by persons 
who aid victim s or law enforcement 
officers, or by dependents of such 
persons. 
Economic loss would be 
limited to allowable expease 
(i.e. 
medical or rehabilitation care), In­ 
come loss and replacement services 
loss, and if the crime victim died as a 
result of the offease, it would include 
dependent's 
economic 
and 
replacement services loss 
The bill would create three court of 
claim s commits loners who would have 
exclusive jurisdiction to make com- 
peasation awards for injuries suffered 
as a result of certain crimes. The 
commissioners would lie experienced 
attorneys appointed by the Ohio 
Supreme ( ourt and could serve at the 
pleasure of the Supreme Court The 
court of claims commissioners would 
usually hear claims for compensation 
awards in Columbus, unless hardship 
or Justice dictates otherwise 
Under the provisions of House Hill 
82, a claim for an award would be 
commenced by filing an application in 
the common pleas court within one 
year of the crime.
